The bright spot for New York 


stale'dairymen in the crop condi- 
tions on June 1st is the excellent 
showing that hay is making in most 
paris of the state, according to the 
report of the New York State De- 
partment ot Farms and Markets and 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 
This is the first time the 


June 1st condition has been as high 
as !)0 per cent since 1919, when it 
was 99. 
Late frosts did some dam- 


age to clover during May but tin the 
whole the cool, damp weather has 
been fairly favorable 
for 
clover, 


timothy, alfalfa, and mixed grasses.- 
If favorable weather prevails from 
now on through harvest time, a very 
satisfactory crop may be expected. 


Pastures in this state have shown 


some improvement over 
the 
very 


poor condition of 
a 
month ago. 


j However, the June 1st condition of 


S4 per cent is, with the exception of 
last June, the lowest since 1903. 
The weather throughout 
May was 


several degrees colder 
than 
usual 


and retarded growth. 
In addition 


to this, some dairymen were short 
of feed, and had to turn the cattle 
out before the, pastures were really 
fit.

A truly delicate monster li the 


whale shark. A small-scale model o 
a 30-foot specimen has Just been 
placed upon exhibition in the Amerl 
can Museum oi Natural History la 
New lork, and the public pauses t« 
admire the creature for his fancy coat 
and his coy eye without appreciating 
his amiable disposition. The whale 
shark Is as harmless as a guinea plf 
He has never tasted man. He does 
not even eat his brother fish, although 
he himself Is the largest fish In exist- 
ence—the whale, of coune, being not 
a fish but a mammal. 


Whale sharks bars been measured 


up to a lenfth of 45 feet and whale 
fishermen, whose keen eyes are ac- 
customed to taking such measure- 
ments, declare that they have seen 
wliale sharks 
70 feet 
long-. How 


strange, then, to discover that the 
teeth of this giant of the ocean are no 
longer than one-eighth of an Inch! 


But he has six or seTen thousand of 


them. Including both Jaw». He wears 
his tiny eye in the upper Jaw, where 
It can observe his continuous dinner. 


Possessing 
teeth 
so 
dainty, 
the 


whale shark has but one weapon of 
offense—his tall. He never harms men 
unless he happens to rub up against 
the side 'Of a boat, probably to rid 
himself of barnacles, and If he over- 
turns or smashes the craft upon tBese 
occasions It Is not with malice afore- 
thought. 


When he dines he does not gobble 


large fish, like the other sharks. In- 
stead, he swims with his mouth open 
and collects the small animals that 
float upon the surface of the sea. The 
water passes over his gill-rakers, and 
these sift out the food. It then passes 
out through his gill-silts. He swallows 
everything that Is taken In, and of 
course the quantities of little Jelly 
fish, crabs and other small fry that he 
requires In a day are enormous. 


Why do they call him a whale 


shark? Because he Is a whale In size 
and In his manner of feeding, and be- 
cause he Is often found with whales. 
More generally, he Is seen In company 
with other sharks, but he Is so much 
larger than they tliat by comparison 
with htm they seem no bigger than the 
pilot-fish or shark-suckers when seen 
beside the 'ordinary small shark. This 
statement was first made in 1840 by a 
pearl-fishery Inspector, who amued 
the world with his account of a giant 
fish seen in the Indian ocean. 


If the whale shark's behavior Is 


handsome, so Is his appearance. His 
cont Is a delicate smoke-gray, thickly 
covered with white spots, which cause 
him to resemble .a marine Milky way. 
Unfortunately, one is not likely to 
see him on a fishing trip. Only flvi 
specimens have been taken In the At 
Inntic ocean—four off the coast o 
Florida *nd one off the southern coas 
of Brazil. He Is encountered through 
out East Indian waters, particularly 
near Java, and is known in the Phil 
ppines, on the coasts of Japan, New 
Guinea and Australia.

New Zealand and nearly every state 


of Australia have developed a system 
of public life Insurance. 
A booklet 


ssued by the New Zealand Insurance 
department informs us that "its pur- 
x>se was to give those who insure 
'the greatest possible amount of se- 
curity at the least possible cost.'" The 
department Is self-supporting. 
Profits 


are divided at regular Intervals' of 
three years among pollcyholders. 


There are almost no limitations, says 


the New York Times. A policyholder 
may commit suicide the day after this 
policy is written, but if his heirs can 
prove that he did not take out the 
policy with the Intention to defraud 
the insurance is paid. A great variety 
of policies are written and the rates 
are comparatively low. 


The same may be claimed by the 


Insurance departments maintained by 
the several states of Australia. 
In 


both Australia and New Zealand much 
private Insurance business is annual- 
ly written. But most of this Is done 
by friendly societies or by companies 
\vhich are largely co-operative in char- 
acter.

Avoid Probinr for Wax. 


"Anything which prevents the free 


movement of the small bones of the 
ear or any perforation, thickening or 
destruction of the ear drum or any 
dogging of the outer canal of tlie ear 
will cause a loss of hearing, greater 
or less, according to the amount of in- 
terference with the passage of the 
sound waves. 


"The outer canal of the ear con- 


tains a sticky wax. This serves the 
purpose of catching dust, dirt and 
small insects which may enter the 
ear. 


"Pins, toothpicks, matches or other 


sharp articles should never be intro- 
duced into the ear for the purpose of 
removing accumulations of wax as 
they may puncture or otherwise in- 
jure the ear drum. By the action of 
the jaws, the wax gradually works its 
way forward and drops into the outer 
r,i;ell of the ear. 
If it appears desir- 


able to cleanse the canal the best way 
it to insert a soft wet cloth twisted to 
a point. 


Earache Slenns Infection. 


"Earache is regarded by some par- 


ents as one of the common disorders 
of childhood and nature is otten al- 
lowed to take her course, with pos- 
sibly 
the application of 
heat 
or 


warmed sweet oil dropped into the 
ear in an effort 10 lessen the pain. 
It if far wiser to call a physician as 
soon as any earache develops. 
Pain 


in the ear with or without fever 
means an infection and infection of 
these delicate structures is serious. If 
a phjsician is called and he finds the 
eardrum bulging he will make a tiny 
hole and allow the fluid causing the 
pressure to escape. It this is not done. 
oftentimes the eardrum will rupture 
of itself which results in a tearing of 
this delicate membrane and later in 
some cases in permanent deafness. If 
the ear is not lanced and the drum 
does not rupture of itself the infected 
fluid may be forced into the thin bony 
structure back of the ear, resulting iu 
the dreaded condition known as raaa- 
toiditis.
